When these mature, 
he robbers cease all work, forcing 
the little strangers to make nests, 
bring food and even feed them. In

their mouths! 

) Ants also keep honey-cows. These 
are tiny insects called Aphides, who 
produce one drop of honey regularly. 
The ants build stalls of earth around 
the leaf on which the cows happen 
to be feeding, and when they have 
eaten enough to make a full ‘“honey- 

t’? they -are milked and relieved 
of their burden by the ants, who are 
ravenously fond of sweet. fluid. 

There are many kinds of beetles 
who maké their home with the ants, 
and among the queerest is the Lepis- 
mid, or fleet-foot, who looks like a 
wood louse with a tail like a fish. 
This gentleman lives by stealing food 
from th: ants as they are passing it 
to each other. His long legs enable 
him to escape before the outraged 
family can overtake him. But if he 
fs overtaken, as sometimes happens, 
he is killed on the spot. : 

Another ant guest is a tiny mite 
with a big name (antennophorous) 
which attaches itself to the ant’s head 
or abdomen, and lives there until it 
happens to see a better ‘‘tenement.” 
Horny cups on its feet. filled with a 
sticky substance, enable it to stick 
fast ard an ant will carry two or 
three of these mites without objec- 
tion. < 

Near at hand may also ba found 
tiny, blind cockroaches, thriving. on 
a mushroom growth. They frequent- 
ly mount the ant’s back and ride for 
a long time. As far as scientists can 
discover. there is no reason for this 
except recreation. 

Passing to the fly family among the 
most curious specimens is the Hippo- 
boscidae, or Bird Tick, who begins 
life with wings, and clings to the 
bodies of birds until old enough to: 
migrate to something larger, such as 
a deer. When they find a home that 
exactly suits them, they prepare to 
remain permanently by biting off their 
wings so they cannot leave it. 
| The Apocephalus, Sit-o’-my-head, is 
a very lively-fly who darts after big 
flack ants and Jays eggs on their 
necks. When hatched the grub bores 
into the ant’s head anl eats the 
brain. When the head drops: off, the 
maggot inside strolls around carry- 
ing his residence with him, like 
snail. Soon, however, he becomes 
tired, turns into a chrysalis and 
sleeps. When the nap is over, he 
comes out a fully-developed, wicked 
little fly, like his parents. | - 

' The hump-back flies (Pharidae) are 
hatched in bee-hives and live on the 
eggs and larvae there. When ma- 
ture, they pounce like hawks upon 
moths, beetles, butterflies and grass- 
hoppers—but their. favorite prey is 
bees. Théy have a hard, tubular beak 
that is used to lacerate their victims; 
after which they suck ag b dry. 
They are inhuman little murderers, 
who. work industriously all day. Some- 
times the ground in the vicinity of a 
hive is strewn with empty bee-shells, 
and there is nothing that bees, or bee- 
keepers, dread more than this s0- 


ealled Robber fly. It is:.a question

ean be done at home and that leave 
no trace of the process would save 
many a precious dollar to the woman 
who is running to the limit of her al- 
lowance for dress. The materials re- 
quired are very simple—fuller’s carth, 
block magnesia, boracic talcum pow- 
der, flour and borax or even plain 
cornmeal. The first three can be 
bought by the ounce or, pound from 
any druggist, and the others are al- 
ways in the pantry or store chest. 
For a white silk blouse it is perfect- 
ly safe to use either the meals or 
taleum powder. A white serge suit 
for example can be very successfully 
cleaned by putting it into a dry, clean 
tub and covering it over with corn- 
meal slightly salted. The suit can be 
rubbed with the hands exactly as if 


it were in soapsuds, the most ener- - 


getic rubbing naturally being given to 
the spots which are most soiled. Af- 


ter it has been thoroughly gone over. 


the meal should be thrown out and 
the gown put back into the tub and 
covered over with clean meal. It 
should be left there for two days, 
with a cloth over the tub to keep out 
the dust, and then shaken out .and 
brushed with a perfectly clean brush.

Offers of three-legged horses, 
eight legged pigs, and eight-hoofed 
horses keep pouring in. ‘ 

Some of the offers would make the 
directors and curators of the museums 
gasp if they arrived less frequently. 
A couple of years ago a _, Liverpool 
curator received a letter informing 
him that the writer had in his pos- 
session the original apple with which 
Eve tempted Adam. Tt had two bites 
taken out of, and the rest was petri- 
fied. As for the price, he was willing 
to put that at the very modest sum 
of $25,000. 

The director of another was offered, 
some five years ago, what was claim- 
ed to be the original death-mask of 
Lord Palmerston. The offer was ac- 
companied by the astounding inform- 
ation that some of the hairs of Pal- 
‘merston’s beard remained in the plas- 
ter, and that, respectable witnesses 
swere prepared to swear that the hair 
had since grown.

ROMANTIC STORIES LURK IN HI. 
TORY OF EASTERN CITY. 


Canadian Seaport Which Took Its 
Name From the Explorations of 
Champlain and De Monts, Has 
Seen Many Changes in Government 
—Was Onc) a French City and 
Then Became British. 


While the casual visitor to Saint 
John would probably see in her busy 
streets, and on. her oraftladen waters 
only a practical people sturdily bent 
on completing the trivial round of 
daily tasks, to him who paused a mo- 
ment to learn her history, would be 
revealed a wealth of romance and of 
pathos lying beneath the apparently 

lacid surface. From that early day 

n her history when a revengeful fur- 
trader took advantage of the unpro- 
tected condition in which he found 
the chatalaine of Fort La Tour to burn 
her home, and those of her helpless 
followers before her eyes, the story of 
Saint John and her struggles toward 
the right to the title, the largest, the 
most important and the most enter- 
prising of New Brunswick’s commer- 
cial centres must be read through 
successive gleams of scarlet flames 
and pots smoke wreaths. Again 
and again has the city, in various 
stages of its development, been almost 
entirely destroyed by fire. Again and 
again it has risen, gallantly and 
bravely, each defeat strengthening the 
determination of its people to hold 
their own on the rock-hewn, water- 
girdled peninsulas they called Home. 
Each fire, however, has ewept away, 
some historio bit, has altered some 
original plan, and has destroyed some 
record, leaving for the present gener- 
ation only the traditions of those ear- 
lier days when history was made with- 
in the city’s gates. 

{ Saint John, named from th® river 
into which Champlain and DeMonta 
steered their quaintly square-rigged 
vessels more than three hundred years 
ago, on the festival of Saint John the 
Baptist, does not claim to be the most 
beautiful city in Canada, or even in 
the Lower Provinces; but it does 
élaim, and with justice, to be one of 
the most picturesque. The rocky 
ridge upon which the city is built rises 
in a series of terraces from the waters 
of the Bay of Fundy. With infinite 
Jabor the streets have been cut 
through masses of solid rock. In 
many instances these streets run di- 
rectly across the whole breadth of thg 
peninsula, opening at either end upon 
the tidal waters whose ebb and flow 
is one of Saint John's attractions.

It needs no stretch of imagination 
to picture the scenes that attended 
Champlain when he took possession of 
the country in the name of the French 
king. Surrounded by his own motley 
crew, the gallant adventurers, and the 
good Fathers, of which the expedition 
consisted, he came ashore amid the 
wandering crowds of Indians, at whag 
in later years was called the ‘‘Public 
Landing.’’ With impressive ceremony 
he planted the Golden Lilies of France 
where hitherto only the emblems of 
Membertou had been recognized. If 
1783 the same place now prosaically 
known as Market Slip—witnessed an 
entirely different scene. Here came 
the first fleet of twenty vessels bear- 
ing the vanguard of the Loyalists— 
those devoted men and women whic 
to retain their allegi-nee to the Brits 
ish Crov.n sacrificed their possessions 
in the Untted. States and sought a 
new home in tle nearest British térri- 
tory. This they found at Saint John 
where they built the city whose people 
have ever since rejoiced in the desig: 
nation “Saint John the City of Loyal 
ists.”’ 

Gone are the Indians. 1 » Loyalist 
are sleeping in the quiet burial places 
no traces of the French remain except 
perhaps it may be that the custom 
still in existence in Saint John, of 
ringing from the hugegescaffold-like 
tower at the market slip, the ‘‘Lab-.

To keep them 
away from temptation and the many evils often seen it is 
imperative that they should be kept under strict surveillance 


RECALL OF CURFEW at all times and especially after 


a certain hour, .when they 
MIGHT PROVE WISE should bein bed. For this pur- 


pose the estublishment of a curfew is intended. ‘The town fire 
bell could be rung each evening at a specified hour, and all 
childrem found abroad without a guardian after the ringing of 
the:curfew could be dealt with in a manner seen fit. . 

The custom of ringing the curfew may be obsolete, yet, if its 
recall would make for a better rising generation the practise 
should not be looked upon lightly. . The children.of this town 
may not need stern measures to bring them up’ properly, but 
the precaution would be a wise step.

N their claims for a small grant from. the-town council, the 
officers of the board of trade are perfectly justified and 
entitled to a few hundred dollars of the town’s public 
funds. Bui whether or not the council will see it in this 

light is a question concerning which thereis some doubt. The 
board of trade, carrying on the publicity work as it does, is 
deserving of this recognition and it is to be hoped that it ‘may 
be assisted to the extent of a few hundred dollars. 

Last year, the town granted $1,000 to the board of trade, the 

greater part-of which was wisely expended and from which no 
small benefit was derived. This year stich a large grant is not 


. being. -asked for, al- 
oe Caan acu it is as necessary 


as it ever was in éarry- 
ing on the work during 1912, Councillors are fully conversant 
with what the local board of trade is capable of accomplishing. 
They are also aware of the inevitable accounts, which, from 
time to time, are contracted. They will likely consider these 
things when the application for assistance is made. 

Unless the grant is made the town might just as well give 
up the idea of having a board of trade, for the businessmen 
and merchants are weary of having tocontribute on every 
occasion when the board of trade needs money. 


AS the board of health ceased to exist? If not, is it as 
live a body as it once was, when meetings were held 
semi-weekly and informal caucuses on the streets were 
frequent? Is the board of health of the opinion. that 

the town is in as perfect a sanitary condition as possible? 
The only member of the board of health at present seems to 
be the medical health officer, and this not lately for he has 
been out of town for several weeks. 

The board of health is important and every town must have 
one. It is indirectly responsible to the town counci! and the 
latter should see that the work is carried on, There may not 
be any great need of it at this time, in view of the town being 


in 2 good sanitary condition, 
RRPCRT acne yet meetings are necess- 


ary from time totime. The 
town has been given a thorough housecleaning this spring and 
should be kept clean. It isthe duty of the board of health to 
see that it is and to prevent infection and disease by exercising 
precaution: What precaution should-be taken can only be 
found out by personal investigation andagain the question is 
asked as to whether or not this is being done. 

The warm months of the year are beginning and the season, 
when infection and disease is most liable, is upon us. Great 
responsibility rests on the board of health and the medical, 
health officer. And who is taking the placeof the latter when 
he is out of town? 


EIGHBORING towns have decided to celebrate on July 

Ist., after learning that Wainwright is not making any

gretted goes without question. Not only the citizens 

and businessmen but even those residing many miles distant 
from the town are of the same mind.
